A factory is defined as a place or structure wherein (a) four or more persons are 
employed; (b) one or more persons of an Asiatic race is employed ; (c) power (other 
than horse or hand).is used; (d) every bakehouse used and every quarry or clay-pit 
worked. 

The Act applies to the whole of Tasmania, except— ; 

(a) Prisons, reformatories, industrial schools, or homes for erring women; 
(b) any building conducted for charitable purposes; (c) any building used for the 
manufacture of dairy produce; (d) premises used for pastoral, agricultural, or 
horticultural purposes; (e) ships. 

The Governor may exempt any factory. - ; 

Every factory must be registered. No factory may be used until registered. (The 
present office for registration is ‘‘ Public Health Department, Hobart.’’) 

A true record of specified particulars, including the names, work, and wages of each 
person employed, and the ages of those under 21 years, must be kept by the occu- 
pier of eachefactory. Said particulars must be available to the inspector, and a 
copy furnished annually to the Chief Inspector. 

Inspectors have the right to enter and examine a factory at all reasonable hours. 

| They may order, once in 14 months, the washing of the interior of every factory. 

Every factory must be kept clean, well ventilated, free from over-crowding, and 
provided with necessary accommodation for males and females.. Doors must be 
kept free from obstruction, and fire-prevention appliances kept in readiness. 

No factory shall be used as a sleeping-place. ? 

A meal may not be partaken of where employees are working, or, in certain cases, 
where employees have been working. 

No person shall be employed continuously in a factory for more than five hours 
without an interval of an hour for a meal. 

The interior surface of each bakehouse must be washed once every 12 months. Under- 
ground bakehouses may not be used. 

No child (that is, a person under 14 years of age) shall be employed in any factory. 

No female, or no person under 18 years of age, shall be employed in any factory. 
where (a) Silvering of mirrors by mercurial process; (b) white-lead making; 
(c) Lead-glazing or pottery; or (d) wet spinning is carried on. 

o female under 18 years of age shall be employed in a glass melting or anneal- 
ing factory. No female under 16 years of age shall be employed in making or 
finishing bricks, ordinary tiles, or salt. 

No person under 16 years of age shall be employed in any part of a factory 
where (a) dry grinding in the metal trade; or (b) dipping of lucifer matches is 
carried on. 

No female or no boy under 16 years of age shall be employed as type-setter in 
a printing office, (a) longer than eight hours in one day; nor (b) between the hours 
of 9 o’clock.in the evening and 6 o’clock in the morning. 

Sections of Acts relating to the restriction of employment of women and children in 
dangerous trades shall be posted up in a conspicuous place in each factory for the 
information of employees. 

No young person or woman shall (except in certain specified conditions) be employed 
in a factory for (a) more than 48 hours in gone week; (b) more than 10 hours in one 
day; (c) later than 9 o’clock in the’ evening in manufacturing articles; (d) after 
l.o’clock in the afternoon of one working day in each week. The Minister may 
suspend the operation of this section. 

The conditions on which the above hours may be exceeded are:—(a) The hours 
shall not exceed 54 hours in one week; (b) the aggregate (above 48 hours) shall not 
exceed 200 hours in one year; (c) detailed particulars of purpose and necessity of 
work shall be forwarded (within 24 hours) to the Chief Inspector. Time and a 
quarter rates shall be paid for overtime; and (to those employed after 6 o’clock and 
not receiving more than 15s. per week) not less than 6d. tea-money shall be paid. 

During the months of December, January, February, March, and April factories 

| wherein are prepared or manufactured fresh fruit, jam, or other perishable 

materials are exempt from Section 51 of this Act relating to maximum hours of 


employment of women and young persons; but not exempt from the subsection 
referring to overtime rates of pay. 


Time and a quarter shall be paid for overtime. 

Every employée under 16 years of age shall, when required, produce a medical certifi- 
cate of fitness for employment and a birth certificate to the inspector. 

No person under the age of 16 years and no woman shall (except with the consent of 
the Chief Inspector) work in a shop, (a) longer than 52 hours (excluding meal- 
times) in one week; or, (4) longer than nine hours in one day, except on one day a 
week, when 12 hours’ work may be done. In a week in which a public holiday 
(other, than Saturday) occurs, 12 hours a day may be worked on two days of such 
week if the shop be closed for such holiday. The Chief Inspector may grant per- 
mission to work not more than three hours’ overtime in any one day, and for not 
more than 40 such days in one year. 

Every person in a factory shall be paid not less than, (a) for the first year, 4s. a 
week; (b) for the second year. 7s. a week; (c) for the third year, 10s. a week ; 

| (d) for the fourth year, 13s. a week; (e) for the fifth year, 16s. a week; (f) for the 

| sixth year, 19s. a week; (g) for the seventh year and thereafter, 20s. a week, unless 
such oo is the holder of a licence to work at a less wage. 
The minimum wage does not include overtime pay. 
No premium’ in respect of the employment of a person shall be paid. 
One seat to every three females employed shall be provided, and conveniently situ- 


ated, in every retail shop for the use of the female employees.

Provision for Unemployed Sick Members. 


Those who were disabled for work during 1916 
absorbed £19,620, or 23:21 per cent. of total expendi- 
ture in respect of sick maintenance alone ; £17,525, 
or 20°74 per cent., was absorbed-in medical expenses ; 
£30,843, or 36°50 per cent., was absorbed in distress 
allowances, widows’ and orphans’ support, and other 
provisions, together with the expenses of manage- 
ment; while £16,522, or 19°55 per cent., was absorbed 
as the annual disbursement in connection with funeral 
allowances in respect of deceased memlers or their 
wives. Compared with last year the funeral allowances 
show an increase of 23°81 per cent 

These disbursements clearly distinguish the nature 
of the provisions of friendly societies from those of life 
assurance societies. In the latter the provisional 
benefit is almost wholly composed of an accumulated 
sum of money for the benefit of the insurer’s family 
at his or her death. In the former the bulk of the 
benefits, such as sick pay, medical attendance, medicines, 
and distress allowances are received during the life of a 
member, while on the average only about 16 per cent. of 
total expenditure is absorbed by death payments (funeral 
expenses, &c.), corresponding to the main objects of 
ordinary life assurance societies. 

This vear the expenditure under the heading “ Other 
Benefits” is unusually large owing to the sum of £8774, 
or £8149 more than on the previous year, having been 
expended in connection with payment of premiums for 
the Insurance of Members serving in the Expeditionary 
Forces. One of the Societies (Druids), also, has 
recently adopted the practice of paying a Maternity 
Bonus on the birth of each child born of its registered 
wives, and this somewhat expands the amount shown 
under the item. 

Expenditure and receipts under the item “ Medical 
Attendance and Medicines” continue to show a falling 
off. This is due, mainly, to the fact that the societies’ 
unmarried members of the Expeditionary Forces are not 
contributing to, or receiving reward from, this benefit. 
Particulars with respect to Adults’ Lodges are this year 
shown under males and females respectively ; and those 
for Juveniles’ Lodges are also set down separately. 


The slight decrease in membership has been caused by 
the disinclination 1o initiate unmarried members of 
military age. Recent legislation in the shape of “ The 
Aid to Friendly Societies Act,” which is of substantial 
benefit to the organisations, should, however, neutralise 
that disinclination. 

The present capital of the various societies (average 
of three years, £245,746), gives an inadequate concep- 
tion of their financial importance, as this capital sum 
only relates to benetits accruing at death, while the bulk 
of benefits in relation to annual contributions are dis- 
charged annually, and therefore do not enter into capital 
invested for the discharge of obligations consequent 
upon death. 

A statistical summary, showing since 1892, varied 
particulars with respect to friendly societies’ transactions 
has this year been attached to the report. 


Assessmentism and Limitation of Funeral Benefits. 


Mr. Barry, Government Actuary of Victoria and 
Tasmania, after examining the conditions of the various 
friendly societies in Tasmania during the year 1911, 
stated that he was decidedly of opinion that no funeral 
benefits should exceed the limit of £2U, as now adopted 
and fixed by law in Victoria, and he therefore recom- 
mended that the Tasmaniau Act should be amended 
to prohibit societies from carrying on Life Assurance 
operations. 

He further deprecated the practice of certain societies 
in Tasmania of imposing a levy on the death of a 
member. 

As pointed out in my report on Friendly Societies for 
the year 1911, I am entirely in accord with Mr, Barry 
in his view in reference to this matter ; and I regret to 
have to report that no steps have yet been taken to deal 
with the subject.

+ ConsuMABLE WeraLrH.”—The annual value of Consumable Wealth produced in Tasmania during the year 1913-14—by the combined agency of local labour, skill, and all other 
animate and inanimate auxiliacy instruments of productive physical energy—is estimated to approximate to £8,750,000. This is equivalent to £106 per annum per breadwinner 
[includes capitalists, entrepreneurs, and wage-earsers]. At 3} per cent. this annuz! contribution of Consumable Wealth represents an absolute present capital value of £250,000,000. 
It is estimated that about one-seventh of the annual value is absorbed in the maintenance, renewal, and fresh creation of the necessary auxiliary tools and instruments of production and 
transport. The remaining six-sevenths are absorbed by breadwinners and their de;endents, representing a sum of £7,196,243, or 5s. 93d. per breadwinner per working day. From an 
aconumist’s point of view each breadwinner may be rightly regarded as one of the most essential instruments of production. If therefore we regard £92, as being the average annual
